Combinations of drugs and 
alcohol are becoming an in­ 
creasing problem among young 
people, 
according 
to 
Ed 
Maguire, 
alcohol 
and 
drug 
abuse counsel«- at die new Tri- 
County Counseling Center. 
The cent«*, located in the back 
of the former Rustic Rock Inn 
building at the corner of Tanner 
and North Main streets, is now 
open. The entrance, still un­ 
marked, is on the north side of 
the building. 
Maguire said that on a 
national average, 15 per cent of 
the population between the ages 
of 13 and 30 uses drugs. 
Poly-drug use, the com­ 
bination of different drugs or 
drugs and alcohol, is leading to 
an increasing number of ac­ 
c id e n t overdoses. 
People usually 
think that 
combining two barbiturates and 
two beers is equal to four bar­ 
biturates or four beers, Maguire 


said. But that is not the case, he 
said. They are equal to 10 or 12 
barbiturates or beers. 
Many people combine drugs 
without realizing it by taking the 
different 
drugs at different 
times, he said. 
la s t week eight drug over­ 
doses, six in one day, were 
reported 
to 
Missouri 
Delta 
Community Hospital, he said. 
This week there were four. He 
said he knew for sure that three 
were caused by poly-drug use 
and one was an attempted 
suicide. 
Most heavy drug users die or 
burn out by the time they are 26 
or 27, Maguire said. By burning 
out, he means switching to a less 
potent drug or discontinuing 
their use entirely. 
Most people who stop using 
heroin follow one of three paths, 
Maguire 
said. 
They 
either 
remain in the therapeutic 
community, become alcoholics

or become religious fanatics. 
The religious activity comes 
because they believe the direct 
intervention of god cured them, 
he said. 
The worst mind- altering drag 
available 
today 
is 
alcohol, 
Maguire said. The least harmful 
is marijuana, he added 
On a national average, five 
per cent of the population is 
alcoholic. In an area such as 
Southeast Missouri, with the 
high 
proverty 
and 
unem­ 
ployment levels, the average is 
probably higher, he said. 
The recovered alcoholic is 
usually a very 
conscientious 
and responsible person, he said, 
adding that if he were an em­ 
ployer, he would not hesistate to 
hire one. 
If a person is successful in 
kicking 
drug 
or 
alcohol 
problems, he will still need 
counseling for other matters. 
The problems that caused him to 
turn to drugs will still be there, 
Maguire said. 
The family must be worked 
with, Maguire said He said he 
expects half the problems to be 
in this area. 
Ron Steinmetz, director of the 
center, said 90 per cent of the 
people referred to the center 
have drug or alcohol problems, 
even though that is not usually 


the reason for the referral 
In addition to alcohol and drug 
abuse counseling, the center 
provides individual counseling 
over a wide range of emotional 
problems and mental illnesses, 
marital counseling for couples, 
family therapy for working out 
relationship problems and some 
group therapy with adolescents 
and adults. 
At the present time, the center 
is staffed by Maguire, Steinmetz 
and Elizabrth Ferrell, outreach 
worker ttir Farmington State 
Hospital. 
A 
psychologist 
is 
hoped for in the future, Stein­ 
metz said. 
Most of those who come to the 
center have been referred by 
their family, their doctor or the 
Division of Family services. 
There are many some self- 
referrals. 
Also, anyone wanting to refer 
someone to the center may do 
so, he said. 
Steinmetz added 
that 
the 
center can make the first con­ 
tact with the individual if he is 
afraid to come to the center on 
his own. 
There is a fee schedule being 
worked out now, Steinmetz said. 
The schedule will be on a sliding 
basis, so no one will be turned 
away because of a lack of 
money, he said.

The decision was hailed as a 
victory by John Gartkier, presi­ 
dent of Common Cause, the 
citizen group that fought to de­ 
fend the year-old federal elec­ 
tion law against sweeping chal­ 
lenges. 
There was no immediate re­ 
action from Sen. James Buck­ 
ley, R-N.Y., who was among 
the chief attackers of the law. 
Initial reactions from candi­ 
dates 
indicated 
the 
ruling 
would have only a slight effect 
on 
campaign 
strategies. 
It 
would allow better financed 
candidates, such as Republican 
challenger Ronald Reagan or 


Democrat Sen. Henry M. Jack­ 
son, to mount big advertising 
campaigns in the Feb. 14 New 
Hampshire primary 
if they 
wish. 
The law had limited 
spending in New Hampshire to 
about 1200,000 per candidate. 
Jackson, however, said he 
would abide by the old spend- 
ing ceiling, even though it is no 
longer binding. 
But the ruling means most 
candidates 
will 
continue 
to 
have difficulty raising money. 
Private citizens may give no 
more than 91,000 to any single 
campaign. Political committees 
may give no more than 15,000 
per campaign. 
Federal subsidies to the pres­ 
idential candidates will contin­ 
ue, with the Treasury matching 
up to the first 9250 of each pri­ 
vate donation to presidential 
candidates. 
Because of this difficulty in 
raising money, it appears un­ 
likely that more than a few of 
the present candidates would 
be able to raise enough money 


to spend beyond the old limits. 
As to die spending limits, the 
court said in its unsigned opin­ 
ion that they “impose direct 
and substantial restraints on 
the 
quantity 
of 
political 
speech." 


The court said the require­ 
ments for public identification 
of contributors, and other fl 
nancing 
disclosures, 
would 
serve the government's interest 
in informing the electorate and 
avoiding political corruption. 


The court also curbed the en­ 
forcement powers of the Feder­ 
al Election Cnmmission, saying 
it could exercise only the kind 
of invett^atory authority which 
might otherwise be delegated to 
a congressional committee. - 
Chief Justice Warren E. Bur­

James Riley, D-Rich- 
mond Heights, made the com­ 
ments in frustration Thursday 
after the Missouri House killed 
his proposal to require automo­ 
bile, television and appliance 
repairmen to provide written 
estimates for major repairs. He 
Mamed part of the defeat on 
the large number of small busi­ 
nessmen in the House. 
Defeat of the Mil, a con- 
sumer-protection measure that 
had been a priority measure 


for the House Democratic lead­ 
ership, came on a 49-86 vote 
with nine abstentions. It follow­ 
ed 
adoption 
of 
what 
was 
termed 
a 
"compromise" 
amendment to make the meas­ 
ure acceptable to rural law­ 
makers. 


The so-called “truth in re­ 
pair” bill in its original form 
would have required all repair­ 
men to provide customers with 
written estimates for repairs 


over 975. If the cost was ex­ 
pected to exceed the original 
estimate by 10 per c«it, a re­ 
vised estimate had to be fur­ 
nished before work continued. 


Nonmetropolitan 
legislators 
opposed the bill, claiming such 
regulation was not needed in 
their areas because they did 
not have problems with unscru­ 
pulous repairmen. 
They originally wanted to ex­ 
empt 112 of the state’s 114 
counties from the bill, but then 
agreed to the compromise pro­ 
visions that would not have re­ 
quired estimates unless asked 
for by the customer. 
Democratic 
Floor 
Leader 
Kenneth Rothman of Clayton 
said the bill in that form still 
provided more protection for 
consumers than (»resent law. 
And Riley acknowledged that 


“a consumer can protect him­ 
self if he so desires” under the 
modification. 


But opponents claimed such 
an approach would only help 
those 
intelligent 
enough 
to 
know their rights under the 
law. Others opposed the bill be­ 
cause they said there was no 
way to enforce it or ensure re­ 
pairmen would abide by the es­ 
timates. 


The Senate, meanwhile, be­ 
gan what is expected to be an 
extended debate on revision of 
the 140-year-old criminal code 
but took no formal action on 
the 282-page bill.

There is 
startling new evidence that 
former 
CIA 
chief Richard 
Helms still hasn’t learned the 
lessons of Watergate. 
In faraway Iran, where he is 
now U.S. ambassador, he has 
been conspiring with the shah to 
suppress 
an 
anti-shah 
newspaper in the United States. 
It makes no difference to Helms, 
apparently, that the paper is 
protected by the U.S. Con­ 
stitution. 
Meanwhile, 
the 
Justice 
Department appears to be 
maneuvering strangely to save 
Helms from a perjury rap. 
In the spring of 1973, the Shah 
was preparing for a July trip to 
the United States, and he let 
Helms know that he wanted an 
orderly reception 
“It occurs to us,” Helms 
cabled the State Department, 
“that GOI (Ovemment of Iran) 
is putting us on notice and in­ 
directly sugfgesting that we tidy 
up as much as possible anti- 
Shah elements in US to reduce 
or avoid untoward incidents or 
anti-Shah demonstrations 
(luring his forthcoming visit to 
US.” 
In 
the same confidential 
cable, 
Helms 
requested 
passport information 
about 
Nasser Afshar, the publisher of 
a 
stridently 
anti-Shah 
newspaper. Afshar happens to 
be an American citizen, and his 
newspaper, the Iran Free Press, 
is protected by the 
Con­ 
stitution. 
Yet the cable indicated that 
Halms not only intended to pass 
on to the Shah the information 
about his critic but that the State

But Helms, in defiance of 
postal regulations, simply 
returned all the newspapers to

unopened. Each 
envelope was stamped with the 
notice: "Refused by addressee. 
Return to Sender 
It is 
unlikely, of course, that all the 
addresses suddenly turned down 
newspapers that they previously 
had ben reading and circulating. 
At the Justice Department, 
meanwhile, Helms is facing 
indictment for allegedly ap­ 
proving an illegal 1971 break-in 
in the Washington suburbs. CIA 
agents entered a photo studio 
run by Deborah Fitzgerald, a 
former CIA employee, and 
Orlando 
..Nunez, a Cuban 
whom the CIA suspected of pro- 
Castro symptthies. 
The CIA suspected that she 
had slipped information to 
Nunez from his CIA file while 
she was working for the agency. 
The break-in was authorized by 
Helms to And out what had 
beeen pilfered. 
Justice Department attorneys 
have warned that the case 
against Helms is weak, that the 
trial will be held before a 
Virginia jury in the CIA's 
backyard and that the jury can 
be expected to be sympathetic 
toward Helms. 


An acquittal could cause a 
sympathetic 
backlash 
for 
Helms, making it difficult to get 
a conviction on the more serious 
perjury charges Yet the Justice 
Department is pushing ahead 
quietly with the dubious break- 
in case. 
This has led some insiders to 
wonder whether the department 
is deliberately trying to abort 
the Helms prosecution by 
pursuing 
the 
doubtful 
misdemeanor rather than the 
stronger perjury charge. 
Helms swore before a Senate 
committee in 1973 that the CIA 
had not given covert support to 
political factions in Chile and 
had not engaged in illegal 
surveillance in the U.S. The 
Senate has submitted evidence 
to the Justice Department that 
he lied on both counts 
Footnote: Another reason the 
Justice Department may be 
reluctant to nail Helms, ac- 
cording to published reports, is 
that he has threatened to take 
other important officials down 
with him. Helms reportedly has 
told intimates that he had 
briefed others about the CIA’s 
covert operaions in Chile, yet 
they let him go ahead with his 
denials at the Senate hearings.

Ford gets worst personal 
clobbering from Meany on eve 
of labor's toughest bargaining 
WASHINGTON - Some of us 
(George) Meany-ologists know 
the presidential campaign is 
later than you think. We know 
because Meany has begun ad- 
libbing spice into his speeches.

I have stopped smoking for 
a month now and would ap­ 
preciate your comments. 
DEAR READER - The 
most important exercise for 
you was exercising your will 
power and stopping smoking 
entirely. 
If you do not get too tired or 
short of breath you can con­ 
tinue to exercise 
I would 
think that if you are experien­ 
cing shortness of breath, 
though, that you should cut 
back on exercising until you 
get an okay from your doctor. 
There are breathing exer­ 
cises that help some people 
with lung disease such as you 
have Each case has to be 
evaluated on its own merits. If 
available to you it would be 
wise to have an evaluation at 
a pulmonary care center to 
know exactly how much 
damage to lung function you 
have and what you can expect.

for male chauvinism 


CHICAGO (AP) — Mothers may be partly responsible for making 
male chauvinista out of their sons, a California psychiatrist 
suggests 
And, says Dr. Sherwyn M Woods, he has found that some women 
are unhappy when their husbonds. after psychotherapy, give up 
their superior attitudes and behavior 
Woods, from the University of Southern California, reported in the 
January issue of the Archives of General Psychiatry on 11 men 
treated for problems in their relationships with women 
The men, aged 21 to 46, were well-educated and included several 
physicians Four were married and two were divorced or separated 
Male chauvinism is not simply a problem of men," Woods said in 
the American Medical Association publication 
"Women too may 
share the cultural bias or neurotically driven attitudes " 
For the 11 patients he treated with psychoanalytic therapy, he 
said, "It was most often their mothers who directly or indirectly 
taught or supported the idea that adequacy as a man meant 
dominance and superiority over the woman ” 
The mothers often unknowingly taught their sons that their 
husbands were not chauvinistic enough, he said 
Usually, there's a noticeable improvement in social and sexual 
relationships after the patient has dealt with the conflicts which 
cause him to be chauvinistic. Woods said 
But in some cases, “wives and long tune partners became in­ 
creasingly emotionally upset as their men stopped relating to them 
in the previous manner," he said 
These women, the psychiatrist said, had chosen male chauvinists 
to meet their own emotional needs and felt threatened when their 
partners started treating them as equals

By R. GREGORY NOKES 
Associated Press Writer 
W ASHLNGTON i AP) — A su­ 
able tax break is possible for 
1975 for people who Invested in 
their own individual retirement

keep taxes to a minimum, 
should make themselves famil­ 
iar with this program Although 
it's too late now to start for 
1975, it can be joined in 1976 
and in future years 
All of the wide range of de­ 
ductions 
should 
be 
closely 
checked by taxpayers in decid­ 
ing whether they can do best 
by itemizing or claiming the 
standard deductions 
Many 
taxpayers 
overlook 
such expenses as taxi fares to a 
doctor’s office, which can be in­ 
cluded in itemized deductions, 
IRS spokesmen say Even whis­ 
key, if prescribed by a doctor 
to ease an ailment, can be 
itemized as a deductible medi­ 
cal expense 
But 
the 
retirement 
in- 
v e s t m e n t s are deductible 
whether the taxpayer itemizes 
or takes the standard deduc­ 
tion 
The Ihdividual Retirement 
Savings Program, as it u offi­ 
cially known, was set up by 
Congress to help people create 
their own retirement benefits if 
they are not covered by a qual­ 
ified retirement plan. 
One congressional backer of 
the legislation said 53 per cent 
of the American work force had 
not been covered by retirement 
programs, including 98 per cent 
of the nation's working women 
The program allows a partici­ 
pant to deduct up to 91,500 an­ 
nually from his or her taxable 
income if the money is put into 
retirement savings and not 
used for any other purpose The 
interest the money earns also is 
non-taxable 
When the participant does re­ 
tire — no earlier than age 59 
and one-half years — taxes 
must be paid on the money as 
it is withdrawn from the ac­ 
count, but presumably he or 
she will be in a lower tax 
bracket by then. 
The amount of money that 
can be exempted from taxation 
is the smallest of the following: 
one. the actual amount of the 
saving!, two, 15 per cent of the 
participant’s total wages, or

Individual 
retirement 
ac­ 
counts can be established at 
participating banks, federally 
insured credit unions and sav­ 


ings and loan associations 
Also qualifying are individual 
retirement annuities of a life 
insurance company, individual 
retirement 
bonds 
purchased 
from the federal government, 
or trust accounts established by 
an employ er or employes' asso­ 
ciation. 
Both a husband and wife can 
claim the deduction if they 
adopt separate retirement sav­ 
ings programs and if they are 
otherwise eligible. It doesn't 
matter whether they file taxes 
Jointly or separately 
The main thing to bear m 
mind is that the account will 
lose its exemption if the partict 
pant 
withdraws 
funds 
pre 
maturely, that is, before tht

S a v i n g s withdrawn pre­ 
maturely must be included in 
gross income during the tax
